It would be well for the city 
council to take into careful con­ 
sideration e,v*»ry phase of the 
electrical old ilia rices now bi­ 
tore ii lor consideration before 
final action is taken. 
The ordinances are very long 
and verbose and full of techni­ 
cal terms, making it very hard 
for the ordinary 
man. 
unac­ 
quainted with all the various 
terms used in electrical con­ 
struction to grasp in mil the 
various 
regulations 
piovidcd 
for in the measures. 
I hit some 
things are very plain ; ».d can 
not be hidden by the deluge of 
words employed or the free use 
of trade expressions understood 
only by the initiated. 
The ordinance would if strict­ 
ly enforced practically compel 
the rebuilding of every electri­ 
cal plain in the city, those of 
tile railroads, the telegraph and 
telephone companies and the 
street car and electric 
light 
company, entailing an expense 
that would be practically confis­ 
cation as far as the .Sedalia 
properties are concerned. 
They place in the bands of 
one man. the license inspector. 
a power which if used unwisely 
or unfairly 
would 
absolutely 
bankrupt any company having 
electrical wires in the city lim­ 
its. 
And it places the salary of 
this inspector at $100 a month. 
a figure that almost automati­ 
cally prohibits the employment 
of a competent expert, one ca­ 
pable of passing upon all the 
various intricate m atters‘that 
would come before him for de­ 
cision. 
Electrical experts, now­ 
adays, can not he had for any 
such sum, because the field is 
sn w ide and^gye. is such a de* 
man<I for qualified men, that 
experts can and do command 
(salaries largely in excess of 
that provided for the city in­ 
spector here. 
And yet, under these ordi­ 
nances, this 
inspector would 
have jiower to pronounce unfit 
the work installed under the 
supervision of men employed 
by local concerns who are gen­ 
uine exports and know the bus- 
iness from the ground up, men 
whose services are so valuable 
that they receive many times 
the salary that it is proposed 
to pay this city inspector. 
The ordinances give the in­ 
spector too much aud too arbi­ 
trary power, especially in view 
of the limited capacify of a 
man that could be employed at 
the salary named. 
It would seem as if the pres­ 
ent electrical regulations of the 
city fully meet its present de­ 
mands. 
Under 
these 
regula­ 
tions 
things 
are 
working 
smoothly, the various compa­ 
nies are improving their plants 
as rapidly as they can. and are 
making plans for more exten­ 
sive work as the season opens. 
We have long wanted this spirit 
in our public utilities, why then 
hamper the men that are show­ 
ing a spirit of enterpiise and 
a willingness to comply with 
the desires of the people, by 
conditions that can not but re­ 
tard their usefulness and at the 
same time accomplish no pos­ 
sible good. 
Public 
utility 
corporations 
are. 
in 
the 
very 
nature of 
things, anxious to prevent ac­ 
cidents. because accidents are 
expensive, 
and 
their experts 
exert every effort to so con­ 
struct their plants as to avoid 
them as far as possible, and 
surely 
they 
should 
not 
be 
placed at the mercy of .-ny one 
man, who may he either inca­ 
pable or perhaps unfair, and 
thus have their best efforts 
nullified at his caprice or whim. 
Serious consideration of the 
new 
regulations 
may 
avoid 
much future trouble and in­ 
justice.

permit more than 
a brief summary 
cf what was said. President L. M. 
Monsees presided. 
The subject, ‘T an 
Pettis County 
Farmers Afford to Grow Oats? If so, 
Hew?” was the first called. Absence 
cf those to whom 
it. 
was assigned 
cleared the way for a general infor­ 
mal discussion, in 
which 
a 
large 
number participated. 
Harry Sliced stated that last year 
i*e broke his ground in January, sow­ 
ed carefully selected seed oats about 
T March 15 end grew' 
40 bushels per 
acre. 
John L. Monseos expressed the be­ 
lief that the usual method by farm* 
cif is to select 
their 
poorest land 
and sow their oris in an indifferent 
manner; that with 
good 
land and 
the best cultural methods we can be 
generally assured of reasonable suc­ 
cess. and by using the 
crop to feed 
wv>rk horses and young stock we eau 
realize a profit from it. 
Judge W. S. Sneed has tried break­ 
ing laud, discing and other methods 
of sowing oats—has 
succeeded and 
failed with all, much depending upon 
the season. 
F. C. Hayman: ‘‘I raise my oats by 
buying what others raise; regard it 
as fine feed, but my own experience 
is not such as I can state definitely 
whether it is profitable or not.” 
W. D. Wade likes oats as a feed, 
I ut buys what others raise, and re­ 
gards it as a necessary crop, both for 
ifs high worth as a feed and as a 
necessary rotation crop; thinks that 
until we can 
provide 
a 
substitute 
with alfalfa we should 
continue to 
glow oats. 
President Monsees thinks that- w’c 
can afford to grow oats. We can not 
afford to not grow* it. Has found the 
use of sulphur an effective means of 
preventing mice 
working 
on sheaf 
cats stored in barns. Sprinkles some 
over the sheaves as they are being 
spread. 
We need the crop in our 
rotation scheme. Has had best suc­ 
cess by discing rather than breaking 
land, broadcasting seed, 
then disc 
and harrow. 
A. J. Bowman told of his success 
Tvtth oats iii Iowa, and since locating 
en his suburban Pettis 
county farm 
grew 120 bushels on 
acres. Plow­ 
ed land well; carefully prepared the 
reed bcd and had very satisfactory 
results, and regards oats as a fine 
feed for all kinds of live stock. 
Farm Adviser 
Jordan 
urged tho 
necessity of using good seed and of 
guardivg a n n is t 
smut 
by treating 
seed with formalin solution. Regards 
oats as one of our finest feeds 
for 
horses and young stock, and wher- 
fill weather ie favorable has found 
It very satisfactory to be 
sown for 
rasture. 
Care and 
management 
of brood 
sows was discussed by Mr. W. F. 
‘Wheaton in a very entertaining and 
instructive manner. 
Regarded 
the 
subject as very 
important, because 
much of our future meat supply de­ 
pends upon the care given the brood 
sow. Much of what is usually consid­ 
ered ill luck 
with 
pigs 
is merely 
reglect 
or 
improper 
care. 
Pre­ 
fers 
to keep his sows in 
fairly 
good flesh and thriving, but not corn 
fat. 
Regards 
oats as fine feed for 
brood sows. Plenty of 
exercise and 
p oper feed will usually obviate most 
of the troubles complained of. Woods 
Ivt an ideal place for brood sows—in 
absence of such they should be fed 
away from their quarters 
so as to

Before tile next monthly report of 


tile association is made public, it 
seems advisable to furnish a little in­ 
formation a inuit the physical needs 
of infected school children, a* allevi­ 
ated by open-air schools. 
In the Sedalia public schools al­ 
ready .‘16 cases of tuberculosis have 
been discovered. 24 positive and IJ 
predisposed to it. All are agreed that 
ours is a community where health 
needs and health rights of children 
should be recognized and will be con­ 
sidered and met. 
For 
a 
month the Pettis County 
Anti-Tuberculosis 
association 
has 
been getting together useful material 
hearing on . the open-air school topic; 
has been developing a mode of attack 
on the problem, and analyzing a suf- 
tieientlv large number of operating 
schools to demonstrate the utility of 
the method and to answer questions. 
Meetings have been held to bring 


together the medical association, the 
superintendent of schools, tile school 
board and others prominent in educa­ 
tional and philanthropic pursuits. Dr. 
Knoit and Prof. J. P. Gass presented 
the open-air school idea to the school 
board last Thursday evening, and the 
conference Manifested a spirit of en­ 
thusiastic and hearty commendation, 
though it is too early to say that the 
idea of an open-air school in Sedalia 
has received any official stamp of 
approval. 
The open air school as it has beeu 
developed in America is primarily a 
school for caring for children who 
mo suffering from tuberculosis or are 
predisposed lo the disease. 
Tile chil­ 
dren are those who are able to attend 
the regular schools and even to some 
extent to profit from the instruction 
given, but whose vitality 
has 
been 
greatly impaired aud who are liable 
to infect others. 
The province of the open-air school 
is to carry on the instruction of the 
children with the help of improved 
methods and surroundings while at 
the same time trying to ameliorate 
and cure the ailment and protect the 
uninfected. 
From the administrative viewpoint 
tile question of cost at once arises 
The question of tin* expense of main­ 
taining such a school and the indirect 
economies iii lives lost through lack 
of such a school 
as 
a 
preventive 
agent is another phase, but of course 
both have to be carefully considered. 
Whatever the outlay 
may 
be, 
it 
will be in addition to what is already 
being Spent for school purposes, as 
no other school or classes could be 


closed Itecause of the establishment 
of an open-air school. 
The teacher’s 
salary must be ample enough to get 
one of the very highest class. 
The 
expenditure for clothing will vary ac­ 
cording to the suitability and amount 
brought from home, and in a similar 
way the cost for mid-day food will 
largely depend on how great a defi­ 
ciency in the home supply must be 
mer. 
But the children must be sup­ 
plied from some source with an abun­ 
dance of suitable clothing and plenty 
of wholesome food of the right kind. 
Simplicity should *be the keynote in, 
so far as baning any allowance what­ 
ever for ostentatious display or lux­ 
uries. 
Now then what do 
deaths 
each 
>ear from tuberculosis cost in the 
United States? 
The report of the 
United 
States 
commissioner of education tor 1908. 
shows 18,200.000 in the schools. 
The 
census tells us that deaths from all 
forms of tuberculosis 
among

From this data we compute that 
6.400 school children die each year 
in 
the United States troin all forms 
of tuberculosis.

Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 28.—With 
the cotton crop of Missouri running 
from 25,000.000 to 46.000,000 pounds 
annually and with the huge cotton 
producing states of Arkansas, Ten­ 
nessee, Mississippi, Alabama, Louisi­ 
ana, 
Texas 
and 
Oklahoma to the 
south, forming a territory which pur­ 
chases supplies from Missouri manu­ 
facturers, there is no 
reason 
why 
Missouri should not be the chief cot­ 
ton goods manufacturing state in the 
United States, declares Commissioner 
John T. Fitzpatrick in a bulletin given 
publicity today, covering the cotton 
spindles of Missouri operated in 1913. 
The unlimited possibilities 
of 
tho 
water power facilities of the Ozark 
legion, the huge Keokuk electricity 
and generating plant, with its trans­ 
mission lines that cany the current 
through seven of Missouri’s Mississip­ 
pi river counties as far south as St. 
Louis City, and the great plant of the 
Ozark rower and W ater company on 
the White river, seventeen miles be­ 
low Branson, Taney county, form the 
basis on which the assertion of the 
Alture of Missouri as a cotton goods 
manufacturing state rests. Statistics 
are given to show' the increase Mis­ 
souri has experienced in cotton spin­ 
dles. yearly, since 1909. 
As it now is, most of the huge cot- 
ton crop of the southern states pre­ 
viously mentioned is carriM to New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, Connecti­ 
cut. Maine and Massachusetts, there 
made up into cloths, garments, stock­ 
ings and other goods, 
and 
finally 
'drought back 1,500 to 3,000 miles to 
tho consuming points to lie sold, with 
freight to pay going and coming, an 
iem which generally totals $7,000,000 
a year, the bulletin reads. 
With the aid of the watef power of 
‘.he Ozarks, when all Is harnessed 
md the two largo electric generating 
plauts already running, all this col­ 
on could bo made up in Missouri and 
then sold back to the cotton produc­ 
ing Staten, thereby saving them fully 
16,000,000 in freight charges every 
year. 
There are enough water falls 
'iud streams with rapid currents in 
♦be Ozark region to furnish power 
‘or 1,000 plants the size of the one of 
the Ozark Power and W ater com­ 
pany. 
The additional generating sta­ 
tions would not alone move all cotton 
spindles and weavers needed to con­ 
sume the ' cotton crop of the states 
mentioned, but also, in addition, fur­ 
nish power for scores of stocking, gar­ 
ment and other factories 
and 
also 
many lumber and saw- mills, cooper­ 
age plants, water 
mills, 
canneries, 
'lour mills, creameries, cheese fac­ 
tories, furniture manufactories, print­ 
ing establishments, paper mills and 
other industries. 
The White river plant, which was 
completed last September, has an ul­ 
timate capacity of 28.000 horse power, 
17,000 of which is installed and being 
used. 
The dam proper is a hollow 
reinforced concrete Structure, 1,300 
feet from bank to bank. 
It has a 
height of 50 feet with a spillway 600 
feet across and built 
to 
discharge 
flood water to the depth of 20 feet. 
The approximate cost of the dam was 
$2,000,000. 
including 
transmission 
lines to Carthage. Webb City, Joplin 
aud Springfield. 
This description is 
given to show the magnitude of the 
water power facilities of the Ozark 
region. 
The current is generated at 
2,300 volts, three phase and 23 cycles 
and is increased to 66,000 volts for 
transmission 
to 
Springfield. Joplin 
and other cities along the line, which 
has a total length of 143 miles. 
At 
Springfield and Joplin transformers 
reduce the voltage back to 2,300 volts 
so that tho current can he used for 
commercial, manufacturing and do­ 
mestic purposes. 
The Joplin mining 
district is utilizing some of this elec­ 
tricity.

At a point in the 
northwestern portion

county the Missouri 
river, 
which 
forms the northern border line, is 
many feet higher than the Meramec, 
which is a few- miles south. A canal, 
cut straight across to connect the two 
rivers at the shortest distance be­ 
tween them, properly provided with 
dams 
and 
harnessed 
with 
water 
wheels, would furnish .power 
suffi­ 
cient to generate enough electricity 
to run the street car system of St. 
Louis, light the streets and furnish 
many 
manufacturing 
plants 
the 
amount, they need if the current was 
stepped up enough to increase the 
voltage. 
The Osage and the Gasconade riv­ 
ers, which traverse many counties, in 
Central South Missouri, are two more 
streams which stand ready to be sub­ 
dued by man and use made of the

To get back to the subject of cot­ 
ton spindles. Missouri, on August 31. 
1913, had 31.920 which were classed 
as active. 
In the fiscal year wrhich 
closed that day they consumed 21,863 
bales of cotton, a total of 10,931,500 
pounds, according to information fur­ 
nished to Supervisor of Statistics A. 
T Edmonston of the bureau of labor 
statistics. 
But this is only a third 
of the number needed to use up Mis­ 
souri's average annual cotton, yield 
leaving nearly two-thirds of the crop 
to be shipped over 2,000 miles north­ 
east in its raw state and brought back 
tile same distance, made up ready to 
be sold to producers who have now* 
become consumers. 
The bureau of labor statistics bul­ 
letin states that the utilization of the 
water power of the Ozarks, in the 
manner suggested, would furnish em­ 
ployment to fully 500,000 men and 
women and it would decrease the 
cost of living for the Southwest Unit­ 
ed States, since the heavy freight 
charges of hauling the raw* cotton 
east and bringing back the made-up 
goods would be saved. 
Ill 1909 Missouri bad 27,776 active 
spindles; in 1910 and IOU. 30,744 and 
in J912. 31.840. 
The largest increase 
was from 1909 to 1910. 
In number of 
spindles, 
Missouri 
ranks ahead of Arkansas, California, 
Kansas, Michigan, Ohio. Oklahoma. 
Wisconsin and three or four other 
states. 
Of the 31.920 spindles credit­ 
ed to Missouri for 1913, 31,480 are 
known as ring cotton spindles and 


440 as mule cotton spindles. 
Massa­ 
chusetts outranks all other states in 
number of active spindles, but it will 
not when the water power facilities 
of the Ozarks are fully aud properly 
utilized aud Missouri takes the place 
it ought to hold as a cotton manufac­ 
turing state. 
The use of electricity generated by j 
hydro-electric plants for power by j 
cotton mills and other industrial en- j 
terprises has grown rapidly in the 
east. 
It is asserted that the cost per! 
horse power in installing a hydro­ 
electric plant is much less than for a 
steam plant and the cost of operating 
Is about half. 
To reap full benefits 
and save money for the cotton states 
to tho south, it would be necessary 
for .Missouri not alone to spin the 
cotton brought into it, but also weave 
it into cloth and make garments, hats, 
caps, carpets, towels, portiers, bed­ 
ding, bagging, stockings and all other 
cotton and cotton mixed goods. Huge 
cotton goods factories would spring 
up all over South Missouri, creating 
many 
thrifty, 
populous, prosperous 
manufacturing and commercial cen­ 
ters.
